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£450k grant 
for ‘People’s 
Museum’ plan

A BID for funding to help secure 
the future of Wardown Park 
Museum has been accepted by 
the Arts Council England. 

Luton Culture will now receive 
£450,000 which will be used to 
establish how the Museum can 
sustain itself, ahead of cuts to its 
funding in March 2015. 

The money will be spent over 
two years on what is being called 
the People’s Museum Project, an 
initiative which aims to get all 
sections of the community talk¬ 
ing about what services they 
want the facility to provide. 

Karen Perkins, director of 
museums and arts at Luton 
Culture, said: “We are delighted 
to have secured this money and 
are so excited about getting our 
People’s Museum Project off the 
ground. 

“The first year of the project 
will involve asking ah members 
of the community, businesses, 
schools and organisations what 
they want us to do. 

“We can sit here and come up 
with lots of ideas about what we 
think will work in the museum,

but there is not point if that isn’t 
what the wider community want 
to see here. 

“In the second year there will 
be lots of taster events taking 
place which will put the ideas 
into practice to see what works. 

“It could be that we host gigs 
and theatre performances, it 
could be that we have late night 
openings - it could be that 
people don’t really want this 
building to remain as a 
museum. 

“The reality is that with cuts to 


our funding coming in the near 
future, we have to try and find a 
way of bringing in more money 
and creating a more sustainable 
business model.” 

Luton Culture is also putting 
together a bid for funding from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund, 
which would be used to com¬ 
pletely renovate the ground 
floor of the building. 

Karen Perkins added: “The 
impression I have received is 
that the museum and the exhib¬ 
its about local history are really 
important to the town, and 
maybe there is some way we can 
really build on that and protect 
it for the future. 

“We really hope that people 
will want to get involved, share 
their skills and collaborate to 
create something special.”

‘Luton needs you’ say 
peace rally organisers^.

COMMUNITY leaders planning 
another peace rally have urged the 
community to present a united front 
in the face of gun crime in the town. 

Lenos Wilson, from the Non-Violence 
Alliance, and Delaney Brown Snr have 
said the event, planned for June 22 at 
12-2pm outside the Town Hall, was 
about telling residents in that ‘Luton 
needs you’. 

Their call comes three weeks after 
the last peace rally on May 5. Since 
then there have been three more 
shootings, including a 16-year-old 
shot in the back in Marsh Farm on 
May 11 and a man shot in the leg after 
a car collision on Monday. 

Mr Brown Snr, whose grandson 


Delaney Brown was murdered last 
year, said young people in the town 
needed to be ‘aware’ of the help that 
was available for them. 

He said: “We need young people to 
become aware that people in the com¬ 
munity want to help support them and 
develop a better community. They 
don’t have to go into their own little 
environment. 

“They need to know that they are 
able to connect with different com¬ 
munity groups and different associa¬ 
tions covering a variety of different 
things they can get involved in.” 

His sentiments were echoed by Mr 
Wilson, who said residents had to 
work together because crime affected 
everyone in the community. 

He said: “We are hoping that we can 
bring more awareness about what’s 


happening so people can become 
more watchful with one another. 

“We need to start looking after one 
another and being more observant 
with our own neighbours so that we 
are vigilant.” 

Police officers investigating firearm 
incidents in the town have made a 
number of arrests. 

A man in his 20s was held on Tuesday 
in connection with Monday’s shooting 
on Leicester Road. 

Further arrests were also made on 
Wednesday, including a man appre¬ 
hended in connection with the 
Culverhouse Road shooting on May 5 
and two people found with cash and 
what is believed to be Class A drugs. 

Officers also found a handgun 
dumped in Hayling Drive and it is 
currently being examined.

NEW procedures put in place 
after an 88-year-old woman 
with dementia was left on a 
bus overnight for 14 hours 
will ensure a similar incident 
can never happen again, a 
council official has said. 

Colin Chick, a corporate 
director at Luton Council, said 
the authority now required 
drivers to check and fasten 
seatbelts once they have 
returned to depot to make 
sure buses were empty. 

Last week council driver 
Susan McLaughlin, 43, above 
left, was cleared of neglect at 
Luton Crown Court after Joan 
Cook, an Alzheimer’s sufferer, 
was left on her minibus over¬ 
night. No one at her care home 
realised she was missing. 

Other changes made since 
the incident include re-train¬ 
ing for drivers every three 
years and extra checks by staff 
at sheltered housing schemes. 



Mr Chick said: “When we are 
responsible for moving vul¬ 
nerable people we have high 
standards for doing that and 
we have to make sure that 
those high standards are 
being met.” 

Following the court case Mrs 
McLaughlin’s solicitor has 
said he feels there should have 
been greater focus on how Mrs 
Cook’s absence was not picked 
up by other individuals. 

Akhtar Khushi, from 


Bedfords Solicitors, pictured 
above, said there should have 
been ‘a comprehensive review 
of procedures at both the bus 
depot and the care home’ 
instead of Mrs McLaughlin 
being ‘singled out’. 

He added: “I felt from the 
outset that there would come 
a time when the case would 
collapse and attention would 
then turn to how things went 
wrong and who should 
properly be blamed.”

High Town vice 
petition debated

TWO councillors have 
survived a petition organised 
by residents which called for 
them to stand down. 

Over 2,000 people in High 
Town signed the document, 
which claimed that Roxanna 
Whittaker and Andrew 
Malcolm encouraged prosti¬ 
tution in the ward by support¬ 
ing organisations like Azalea 
and Addaction that help 
women who work on the 
streets. 

At a council meeting on 
Tuesday evening the petition 


was discussed, as the author¬ 
ity does not allow votes of no 
confidence in councillors. 

Shahzad Kadam, organiser 
of High Town Against 
Prostitution, said: “Our coun¬ 
cillors are not adhering to the 
principles of public life. 

“They make out that they are 
working for residents while 
they work for organisations 
that are supporting people 
who are shaming High Town. 

“Azalea and Addaction are 
supporting street prostitutes 
while they continue to work 
on our streets. This is a fact. 

“It is ridiculous to think our 
councillors can represent the 


residents and the wrong¬ 
doers.” 

However, Councillor Andrew 
Malcolm responded: “The 
petition accuses the council¬ 
lors of a ‘total dereliction of 
duty’. 

“In reality, we have managed 
to have a number of affected 
areas across the ward gated, 
had areas added to the dawn 
patrol and organised for the 
repair of lighting.” 

During the meeting, coun¬ 
cillors discussed the possibil¬ 
ity of naming and shaming 
those caught paying street 
workers as a way of reducing 
the problem in the area.

‘Welfare ghetto’ claim 
challenge by officials

LUTON Borough Council 
officials are questioning a 
study which claims that more 
than £5,000 was spent on 
welfare benefits per head in 
the town last year. 

The figures, which were 
published by the Centre For 
Social Justice, concluded that 
the town spent £5,292 per 
head between 2011-12, which 
was the fourth highest in the 
country. 

CSJ managing director 


Christian Guy described areas 
with such a high spend on 
benefits as ‘welfare ghettos’, 
adding: “People in these 
neighbourhoods have been 
consistently written off as 
incapable and their poverty 
plight inevitable. 

“While some campaigners 
accuse this government of 
being callous for its benefit 
cap, there has been a much 
more damaging welfare cap in 
these communities for years 
- an unjust cap on personal 
potential.” 

However, a spokesman for 


Luton Borough Council, said: 
“The authority is only respon¬ 
sible for administering educa¬ 
tion, housing and council tax 
benefits, the main out of work 
benefits are managed by the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions. 

“We are unclear regarding 
what the calculations quoted 
have been based on. 

“The NOMIS official labour 
market statistics website has 
shown the level of out of work 
benefits to be consistent at 14 
per cent for a number of 
years.”

No need to react hysterically to gun crime 


SIR - I write in response 
to a letter from your 
frequent correspondent 
Mr Ron Turvey [Letters, 
May 19). 

I do not underestimate 
the gravity of the 
recent spate of gun 
crimes, but little 
purpose is served by 
reacting hysterically, 
except to exacerbate 
the damage a small 
criminal minority has 
been doing to our 
town’s reputation. 

When I spoke to people 
at the Purley Shopping 
Centre in Marsh Farm 
last week, along with 
Kelvin Hopkins MP and 
local councillors, I found 
strong support for the 


escalated police 
response but also a 
determination that 
life, as normal, would 
continue and that a tiny 
number of gun-toting 
gangsters will not win. 

Before January 2013 
firearms incidents in the 
previous three years 
had been very few in 
number, however over 
the years Luton has 
sadly been afflicted by 
occasional cycles of 
serious gun crime. 

A previous such cycle 
ended with the break-up 
of a criminal drug-deal¬ 
ing gang and long prison 
sentences for its lead¬ 
ing members. 

If we can secure the 


community co-opera¬ 
tion that we saw help 
achieve the conviction 
of Kyle Beckford, we 
can end the current 
spate in the same way. 

In the long term I want 
to see an end to the 
cycles of gun crime and 
serious violence in our 
town. 

This can be done by 
ensuring that there is a 
strong partnership 
between local commu¬ 
nities and their police, 
and by diverting those 
young people at risk of 
becoming offenders, so 
interrupting their 
journey to criminality.

The report says 
that women are 
forced down this 
path because, unlike 
men, they have to 
choose between a 
career and a family.

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Child remains are 
set to be reburied

THE skeletal remains of 17th 
to 19th century children 
found in a church cemetery 
are set to be ‘reburied 
respectfully’ this week. 

Remains of eight children, 
aged from new born to four 
years, were discovered by 
Albion Archaeology in what is 
thought to be a small separate 
cemetery to that of St Mary’s 
Church, Luton. 

They were found when the 
University of Bedfordshire’s 


Luton Campus Centre was 
built in 2009 and will be re¬ 
buried on Thursday at the 
Crawley Road Cemetery. 

Each child was found buried 
in a separate grave. Coffin 
nails, mineralised wood and 
copper alloy pins were also 
found in many of the graves. 

The dig also unearthed part 
of a castle, built in 1221 
belonging to local baron Fulk 
de Breaute. 

Wesley Keir, from Albion 
Archeology, said the skeletons 
were an ‘interesting and 
unexpected’ discovery. 


He continued: “Lying out¬ 
side the formal churchyard of 
the nearby St Mary’s Church, 
their location is somewhat 
puzzling, though it’s possible 
that the land had been leased 
to the church or that the loca¬ 
tion of the burials reflects 
social and/or religious mar- 
ginality of the time. 

“It’s pleasing to know they 
will now be reburied respect¬ 
fully.” 

Reverend Andrew Goodman, 
the chaplain at the university, 
said ‘it was a privilege to be 
able to honour these children’.

WHEN singer George Michael 
was injured in an accident 
near junction 6a of the Ml 
last week, operators at the 
Highways Agency’s ERCC 
sprung into action. 

Although they did not know 
it was the pop star at the time, 
operations manager Paul 
McWilliam, said his col¬ 
leagues treated it like they 
would ‘any other incident’. 

The motorway was shut for 
hours whilst ERCC operators 
monitored events and roads 
connected to the accident on 
their huge bank of screens. 

And it is these huge monitors 
I am looking at now as Mr 
McWilliam talks me through 
the intricacies of the Ml J10- 
J13 managed motorway 
scheme that has seen the 
stretch of road between the 
two junctions upgraded to the 
tune of £325million. 

The three-year project was 
completed in December 2012 
and one of its main goals was 
to turn the hard shoulder into 
an extra lane during peak 
times through the use of traf¬ 
fic monitoring software and 
variable speed limits. 

Mr McWilliam said: “In an 
ideal world we would like four 


This week our reporter CARL MUNGAZI paid 
a visit to the Highways Agency’s East Region 
Control Centre [ERCC] in Enfield to see 
how our roads are managed. During the trip 
he spent time learning about the new Ml 
managed motorway scheme 


lanes but like everything else 
we’ve got to make best use of 
what we’ve got. 

“And one of the things the 
managed motorway does is 
allow traffic to use the hard 
shoulder when it’s required. 

“In other words we check it 
to make sure nobody is using 
it for a breakdown and we 
allow traffic to drive. 

“So we’ve increased the 
capacity of what we’ve already 
got at half the price. It’s about 
making best use of what we’ve 
got. It also helps me if there’s 
an incident because I can use 
the extra capacity in the lane 
to manage incidents.” 

Like with most things today 
it is a technology-based 
system and relies on a net¬ 


work of 296 CCTV cameras, 
387 electronic signs and 150 
miles of cables to keep things 
ticking over. But this has not 
always led to a smooth 
operation. 

Mr McWilliam said: “There 
are times when we cannot 
open it. 

“It is technology based and 
technology needs power, and 
we have experienced a power 
outage within the Luton area 
over the last six months which 
did not then allow us to open 
the managed motorways. 

“I don’t know why the power 
outage was there but I think 
houses in Luton or the 
Dunstable area would proba¬ 
bly have been out of power as 
well. It happens very rarely

but it happens.” 

In the future, the Highways 
Agency has said it wants to 
increase awareness of the 
scheme. 

Mr McWilliam added: “The 
system’s there, I just think it’s 
about educating drivers about 
using the hard shoulder when 
they are supposed to use it. 
We do get what we call hard 
shoulder abuse when we have 
people using it when they are 
not supposed to be.”

FAST & FURIOUS 6 (12A) 

Running Time: 2hrs lOmins 


THIS series is quickly turning into 
my movie-going guilty pleasure. 

I wasn’t at all a fan of the first 
trilogy - which seemed to be 
squarely aimed at car-lovers and 
race-junkies - but the franchise has 
evolved into the leading action 
thrill-ride of the current genera¬ 
tion. 

Fast 5 was comfortably the best so 
far, and this is just about as good - 
maybe coming a shade under the 
bar-raising fifth instalment due to 
it being completely ridiculous. But 
kind of gleefully so. 

After escaping with more than 
$100m from Rio, Dwayne Johnson’s 
Agent Hobbs tracks down Dom 
Torretto to help bring down an elite 
team - led by ex-Special Forces 
soldier Owen Shaw - specialising in 
high-tech vehicular warfare across 
the globe. 

With Brian O’Conner and Mia 
now sporting a baby boy, this gives 
Dom and his team - including 
regulars Roman and Tej - the 
chance to get back to the States by 
demanding full pardons for their 
past ‘misdemeanours’. 

The twist comes in the form of 
Dorn’s ex, Letty, who has been 
enlisted into Shaw’s team after 
seemingly cheating death from the 
fourth part, in a sub-plot that is 
nearly as ludicrous as some of the 
set-pieces. 

But in-demand director Justin Lin 
- who was recently linked to a 
Terminator reboot - again shows he

has an eye for action, by providing 
a popcorn-crunching summer 
blockbuster spectacle that does 
exactly what it promises. 

Haywire actress - and former 
MMA fighter - Gina Carano (as 
Hobbs’ sidekick) gives one of the 
most wooden performances ever 
seen, and Johnson - of whom I am a 
fan - is fast becoming a walking 


stereotype (complete with cliched 
dialogue), but this Fast and Furious 
series just seems to work. 

Vin Diesel and his co-stars seem 
to get more likeable, despite this 
being the sixth part, and even 
though the last third is utterly 
inconceivable, it can’t help but put 
a grin to your face - in the right way. 

For that reason it is very hard to be 


too critical when it ticks all of the 
high-octane action boxes - with 
Diesel power and then some. 

And movie execs know they’re 
onto a good thing - with the 
seventh instalment on its way as 
early as next year.

P eugeot is a company on the up 
right now. That might not seem 
instantly apparent with UK sales 
in 2010 of 109,000 dropping to 95,000 
in 2011, but the pick up to over 99,000 
sales in 2012 showed that the firm has 
weathered the storm. 

The introduction of the 208 has 
helped here and the 2008 compact 
crossover vehicle can only bolster that 
sales performance. It looks a solid 
product, but much will depend on 
pricing, specifications and financing 
in a corner of the market that’s not just 
tough but brutal. 

Despite its beefy looks, the 2008 
is front-wheel drive only, but some 
off-road ability is delivered via a clever 
‘Grip Control’ traction system. This 
comprises an intelligent traction control 
system and special Mud & Snow ‘All 


Weather’ tyres, a compromise between 
full winter tyres and usual summer 
rubber. The engine line up will be 
familiar fare if you’re familiar with the 
208 supermini. The line-up will include 
a revised version of the turbocharged 
1.2-litre three-cylinder petrol unit, 
alongside 1.4 and 1.6 e-HDI diesels. 

There are some seriously talented 
rivals not just on the market right 
now but also being honed by big 
manufacturers. The 2008 will need to 
be very good indeed if it’s to make its 
mark. Campaigning on the grounds 
of subtlety hasn’t always worked in the 
crossover market but if anyone can pull 
this off, perhaps it’s Peugeot. Blending 
the refined style of old-school Peugeot 
with the engineering excellence of its 
latest crop of models might well result 
in a car to reckon with.

BEDFORDSHIRE have appointed former 
Middlesex and Kent all-rounder Jamie 
Hewitt as their new captain and coach. 

He will take charge for the first time 
tomorrow when the county take on 
Cornwall at Cople (11am start) in a MCCA 
Trophy group match.

“With such a young squad of players we 
thought it essential to have someone of 
experience to lead and coach the side,” 
Bedfordshire secretary Pip August said. 

“Stubbings has done a marvellous job 
preparing the squad over the winter and 
was an inspiration in our opening match. 

“The offer to coach Derbyshire came 
right out of the blue and it was one he 
obviously could not turn down. 

“Jamie Hewitt was our first choice to 
replace him and we are delighted that he 
has agreed to take charge at such short 
notice. Another big advantage is that he 
lives in Bedfordshire.” 

Hewitt, a right-arm medium pace bowl¬ 
er and left-handed batsman, began his 
first-class career with Middlesex and took 
60 wickets in one season before moving 
to Kent. In all he has 1,264 first-class runs 
and 170 wickets to his name. 

He has also played 18 Minor Counties 
Championship matches for Oxfordshire 
and Hertfordshire scoring 1,065 runs, 
including three centuries, and taking 29 
wickets. 

He is one of four changes to the side for 
the game at Cople tomorrow.

RETIREMENT is something many people look 
forward to as they finally slow down and begin 
to enjoy their lives. 

However, footballers view retirement with 
dread as it leaves a void in their lives that can¬ 
not be filled. 

Player recruitment is the only thing that 
comes close to filling the gap for former Luton 
Town captain Kevin Nicholls. 

“I miss playing football too much,” he said. “I 
really struggle if I’m not busy or active. I go to a 
dark place and have flashbacks. 

“Football leaves you with an empty void and if 
you don’t replace it with something it becomes 
very hard. 

“Nothing beats playing, but being in player 
recruitment keeps me close to the game that I 
love.” 

The darkness eventually destroyed Nicholls’ 
career as injuries took their toll on the tough 
tackling midfielder, which were serious enough 
to leave him as half the player that he once was. 

In 2001, then Luton manager Joe Kinnear was 
persuaded to pay £150,000 to bring him to 
Kenilworth Road. 

What followed was six successful years at the 
club as Nicholls lead Town’s charge up the foot¬ 
ball pyramid. 

He believes the club’s fan base and later man¬ 
ager Mick Harford’s vision for the team were the 
driving reasons behind Luton’s rise from 
League Two to the Championship. 

“I made my name in football at Luton Town,” 
he said. 

“The club is special to me. I fell in love with the 
fans, staff and my team mates and it was an 
honour to play for Luton. 

“I wasn’t amazed by our success as the man¬ 
ager was signing the right players. Once you 
have the right group of boys you will be suc¬ 
cessful.” 

However, success comes with a price and for 
Nicholls the cost was his health. 

The midfielder paid the price for his combat¬ 
ive style as injuries ruined his spells with 
Charlton Athletic and Preston North End, and 
injuries even caused friction in his relationship 
with the Luton fans. 

Frictions which had started to show within 
the club as financial problems pushed them 
back down to the fourth tier. 

“The final three or four years of my career 
were difficult,” he said. 

“I was no longer the player I used to be, which 
forced me to try and change my game. 

“I discussed it with Mick, but when I returned 
from injury my knee just gave out. 

“Mentally my body had been through too 
much because of the way I’d played football 
since I was 16. 

“It was hard for the fans seeing a different 
player to the one they remembered, and believe 
me it was tough for me too.” 

Nicholls is filled with pain remembering the 
circumstances which lead to Luton’s relegation 
from the Football League in an eventful 
2008/2009 season. 

The FA imposed a 30 point deduction upon 
the club, which effectively sealed their fate and 
made demotion to the Conference inevitable. 


The FA’s actions still fill the Luton legend with 
anger to this day. 

“It was a joke what the FA did to us, and we 
wanted to ram it back at them, but we fell short, 
which was a disappointment,” said Nicholls. 

“We should have avoided relegation. We failed 
though and that hurts me.” 

Luton signed off 2009 in style though with the 
3-2 victory over Scunthorpe United in the final 
of the Johnstone’s Paint Trophy, giving the 
club’s fans a glorious day out at Wembley. 

This occasion was the perfect send off for 
Nicholls in his final season. 

“Winning the Johnstone’s Paint Trophy was a 
fantastic achievement,” he said. 

“It was my last big match that I played in for 
the club, and what a day to share with our fans 
it truly was amazing. 

“My first spell at Luton was successful, but 
winning the Johnstone’s Paint Trophy is one of 
the proudest moments of my career.” 

Playing the game was everything to Nicholls 
and regardless of his injuries he wouldn’t 
change a moment of his time at Luton. 


Things these days have changed for the no 
nonsense ex midfielder, but one team continues 
to matter to him. 

“I played injured too many times for Luton,” 
he said. 

“That’s why I am now retired, but the Luton 
boys were a different breed, many of us did the 
same thing, and I wouldn’t change a moment of 
my time there.” 

Nicholls now spends his time involved in 
player recruitment. 

“I became involved in player recruitment 
when my brother set up his own company in 
2009,” he said. 

“I am happy at the moment and enjoy helping 
the players.” 

However, despite being unable to help Luton 
he strongly believes that the club doesn’t belong 
in non-league football. 

“Everyone knows and wants Luton to get back 
into the Football League,” he said. 

“I won’t return to Luton Town as a coach or 
manager, but they will always remain in my 
heart.”
